

A large chunk of Northants 
with a population of 90,000 
people could break away 
from the county to form a 
new authority in Oxfordshire. 

Neighbouring Oxfordshire 
County Council has put for¬ 
ward a proposal for four new 
unitary authorities - one of 
which would include South 
Northants Council. 

The devolution deal would 
see South Northants Council 
- which homes Silverstone, 
Towcester and Brackley - join 
Cherwell District Council, in 
north Oxfordshire, as a new 


unitary authority - combin¬ 
ing the powers of district and 
county councils. 

The new council would serve 
230,000 people and see 
Northampton become the 
southernmost point of 
Northants. 

But the leader of Northants 
County Council is unhappy 
with the plans. Cllr Jim Harker 
said: “This does not appear to 
represent a good option for 
the people of Northants... Do 
we really want to lose a large 
chunk of our historic county 
to a neighbouring one?”

Northants will 
not rehome 
Syrian refugees 

Cash-strapped Northants County 
Council has told the Government it will 
not be rehoming any Syrian refugees 
fleeing war, because of its current 
financial state. 

Despite Northampton Borough 
Council promising last year that it will 
‘play its part’ in taking in refugees, the 
county council scuppered those hopes 
yesterday with this announcement. 

A spokesman for the authority - set 
to make £65m of cuts this year - said 
the 'existing pressure on services’ has 
forced it to turn its back on taking in 
any of the 20,000 asylum seekers the 
Government plans to take in by 2020. 

The spokesman added: “The coun¬ 
ty’s population is growing rapidly and 
we have our highest ever level of unac¬ 
companied asylum seeking children”

Chunk of county 
could break away

Plans for a large chunk of the 
county to break away and 
form a new authority with an 
area of Oxfordshire have 
been described as ‘not a good 
option for the people of 
Northants’. 

Oxfordshire County 
Council has put forward a 
long term proposal to replace 
itself with four new unitary 
authorities - one of which 
would include South 
Northants Council. 

The devolution deal would 
see South Northants Council 
join Cherwell District 
Council, in north 


Oxfordshire, as a new author¬ 
ity-combining the powers of 
district and county councils. 

But despite the backing of 
Prime Minister David 
Cameron - who is the MP for 
Witney - the leader of 
Northants Councty Council 
is against the plans. 

Cllr Jim Harker said: “While 
we are certainly not against 
the idea of redesigning local 
government this proposal for 
the creation of a number of 
small unitaries works against 
many of the bigger agendas 
in the region. We are deliver¬ 
ing a sustainability and 
transformation plan based 
on county-based and county¬ 
wide health and care organi¬ 


sations - an approach agreed 
by health and social care 
commissioners. In addition 
to this our transport plan¬ 
ning is via the England 
Economic Heartland so frag¬ 
menting into small unitaries 
does not on the face of it 
make sense and arguably 
would not enable our NHS 
partners to operate the most 
effectively.” 

Currently the district coun¬ 
cils are responsible for plan¬ 
ning applications, rubbish 
collection and housing - 
while county councils are 
responsible for education, 
transport, the fire service, 
waste management and trad¬ 
ing standards.

A terminally ill Westlife 
superfan died at her 
home in Northampton 
just hours after being 
granted her final wish - 
to meet the former 
band's lead singer Shane 
Filan. 

Emma Clayson, aged 
23, passed away on 
Saturday morning after 
her battle with skin can¬ 
cer, which she was told 
last November had 
spread and become ter¬ 
minal - giving her just 
three months to live. 

The former 

Northampton Academy 
and Northampton 
College student had 


touched the hearts of 
thousands around the 
world last week after 
making her final wish to 
meet Shane. 

And thanks to an online 
campaign by her sister 
Becky, 21, the ex-Westlife 
singer jumped on a plane 
from Ireland and granted 
her wish on Friday after¬ 
noon. 

The Irish singer sat by 
her bedside at her family 
home in Great Billing for 
over an hour, holding her 
hand, talking to her, and 
then giving her a hug and 
kiss - leaving her with 
‘the biggest ever smile on 
her face’. 

But two days later, sister 
Becky announced the 
sad news that Emma had 


passed away on Saturday 
- just 18 hours after meet¬ 
ing Shane. 

“I am so heartbroken 
and lost,” she wrote on 
Facebook. “My Emma 
passed away peacefully 
yesterday morning at 
9am at home.

Record-breaking year for cycle ride 


Organisers of the county’s 
annual fundraising bike ride 
have honoured the 
Northampton businessman 
who founded the event, 
helping to raise £400k for 
local good causes. 

The seeds for Cycle 4 
Cynthia were sown in 2003 
when keen cyclist John 
Pinkham, who had ridden in 
fundraising events in 
Mexico, Cuba and Jordan, 
got a small group of friends 
to join him on a pedal 
around the county in aid of 
Cynthia Spencer Hospice. 

A year later, when the 
Hospice launched a £1.5m 
appeal, John decided to 
extend the invitation to fami¬ 
lies, businesses and cycling 
enthusiasts, with the result 
that more than 450 riders 



took part and raised £35k. 

Twelve years on, thou¬ 
sands of riders have leapt 
into their saddles - and just 
last month the launch of this 
year’s ride - which takes 
place on September 25 at 
Holdenby House - was held 
at Franklin’s Gardens, where 
it was announced £74k was 
raised last year. 


The launch saw the pres¬ 
entation of trophies to those 
who rode in 2015; the 
Melbourne Arms in Duston 
took the biggest team title 
with 41 riders, 79-year-old 
Alan Sturgess from Finedon 
raised the most sponsorship 
of almost £1,100, a team 
from Nationwide retained 
the fancy dress prize for 
cycling in food costumes, 
while the chairman’s award 
went to Matthew Collinson, 
13, from Brackley in recog¬ 
nition of the spirit he showed 
after coming off his bike just 
a mile from the finish. 

The presentations were 
made by Saints coach and 
Jim Mallinder, along with 
players Tom Wood, Ethan 
Waller, Sam Dickinson and 
team manager Paul Shields.

Caroline Scattergood, 
a Free Tibet campaigner 


who helps organise the 
event every year, start¬ 
ed the event inside the 
hall with a screening of 
a four-minute film to 
highlight what Free 
Tibet is all about. 

The musical theme 
chosen for the event 
was ‘No Matter What’ 
by Boyzone, which 
includes the lyrics ‘and I 
will keep you safe and 
strong, sheltered from 


the storm’. 

These lyrics were 
used to reflect on the 
thousands of Tibetans 
who have been forced 
to live under the occu¬ 
pation of China, which 
invaded the nation in 
1950 and have since 
killed more than one 
million Tibetans - which 
is 800,000 more than 
the number of people 
killed in the Hiroshima 


and Nagasaki atomic 
bombings. 

China has also closed 
99 per cent of Tibet’s 
monasteries, jailed 
thousands of monks and 
banned Dalai Lama 
images. 

The hour-long event in 
Northampton was 
marked with a flag rais¬ 
ing ceremony outside 
the hall which saw the 
Tibetan flag go up. 


School to move 
in as cops leave

Part of the Wootton Hall 
Park site where the 
Northamptonshire Police 
Headquarters is located will 
be turned into a school. 

On Tuesday, Police and 
Crime Commissioner for 
Northamptonshire, Adam 
Simmonds, announced a 
heads of agreement has been 
reached between his Office 
and the Education Funding 
Agency (EFA) for the sale of 
part of the Wootton Hall Park 
site, which currently houses 
Northamptonshire Police 
Headquarters. 

Following a public consul¬ 
tation on the future of the 
site, Commissioner 

Simmonds will over the com¬ 
ing weeks finalise a phased 
exit plan with 

Northamptonshire Police. 



The proposed sale to the 
EFA will see the site used as a 
base for the new Wootton 
Park School. 

The decision comes two 
weeks after the Commissioner 
formally approved the con¬ 
struction of two new 
Northamptonshire Police 
buildings in the north of the 
county - the 

Northamptonshire Police 
Investigation Centre and 
Northern Accommodation 
Building, situated just off the 
A43 next to the A6003 
between Kettering and Corby 


- following discussions with 
Chief Constable Simon 
Edens.lt is anticipated that 
building work will be com¬ 
pleted by spring 2017, while 
the new premises will pro¬ 
vide work space for approxi¬ 
mately 350 staff. 

Adam Simmonds, 

Northamptonshire Police 
and Crime Commissioner, 
said: “I’m delighted to have 
reached the stage of heads of 
agreement with the 

Education Funding Agency 
for the sale of part of the 
Wootton Hall Park site. As 
both Chief Constable Edens 
and I agree, the current Police 
Headquarters is not fit for 
purpose, and will cost a sig¬ 
nificant amount to sustain 
over the next 25 years. 

“Moving to new premises 
will save in excess of £40mil- 
lion which will allow us to 
keep more frontline officers 
on the streets.”

Churchill documentary 
highlights issue of stroke

Recent developments in medicine 
and research have transformed the 
way stroke patients are treated, and 
today far more people survive 
stroke. But there is still much more 
to do to help the 1.2 million people 
in the UK affected by the condition.

There is a famous 
British film called 
Trainspotting but it is 
a world away from 
actual trainspotting. 

One of the dedicated 
trainspotters in 
Northamptonshire is 
Giovanni Dirienzo. 

The 45-year-old from 
Kettering is one of the 
hardy band of train 
brothers who spend 
their own time and 
effort spotting the new 
trains and catching a 
glimpse of the rare and 
unusual trains. 

Giovanni who has 
been a trainspotter 
since 1981 - 35 years - 
behind the sharpened 
pencil or marker, he is 
as keen today as he 
was when he was as 
10-year-old when it 
comes to trainspot¬ 
ting. 

He can recall spot¬ 
ting his first train as 
quickly as many of us 
could remember see¬ 
ing our team win a cup 
for the first time or the 
first time we had ice 
cream. 

For Giovanni the first 
train he spotted was a 
Class 45 Diesel which 
he spotted at Kettering 
Train Station. 

Explaining what it 
takes to be a trainspot¬ 
ter, Giovanni said: 

“You need a notebook, 


a pencil, good eyes and 
your Platform Five 
books (These list all 
the trains and their 
numbers) and 
patience. I saw the 
Flying Scotsman this 
week at Peterborough 
Station and I have to 
admit I did get a buzz 
from seeing the train. 

“It was exciting to see 
it again in action. For 
me trainspotting is a 
hobby and it is one I 
have enjoyed since I 
was a kid. I got my first 
Platform 5 book and I 
was away. My hobby 
has taken me all over 
the country collecting 
trains and numbers. 

“I have been to 
Scotland and Wales to 
do my trainspotting 
and when you spot the 
train you have been 
looking for there is a 
great feeling of satis¬ 
faction.” 

He spends most days 
at Kettering Train 
Station where he is a 
familiar face in the 
crowd and also pops 
over to Northampton 
to see what he can see 
at the station.

Platform 5 
book and I was 
away.

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‘Killer spider

A former Northampton Town 
loanee has told how he was 
rushed to hospital after being 
bitten by one Britain’s most 
venomous spiders while 
sleeping. 

Wrexham striker James Gray, 
who joined the Cobblers on 
loan from Accrington Stanley 
in 2015, was in his bed at his 
Manchester home when a 
false widow spider bit his right 
arm. 

Over the next few days, the 
23-year-old’s arm began to 
swell and ooze yellow pus, 
while he was also developing a 
fever and struggling to sleep. 

After seeking advice from a 
doctor, he was urged to go 
straight to A&E where he was 
put on a drip and taken for 
tests to find out what was 
causing the swelling. 

Shortly after, James, whose 
veins were red and ‘popping 
out’ of his arms, was informed 
by medics that he had suf¬ 
fered a spider bite, and would 
have to undergo surgery. 

And after medics cut out the 
infected area, the footballer 
was left feeling ‘groggy’ with a 
gruesome hole in his arm. And

although he was released 
from hospital over a week ago, 
he is still unsure about when 
he will return to training. 

Gray, who joined Wrexham 
last June following his spell at 
Sixfields, told the Daily Star: 
“They had to slice the infec¬ 
tion out of my arm and it went 
quite deep. 

“It started to pus out before I 
went for surgery and you can 
imagine how that looked and 
felt. 

“But I have a lot of tattoos so 
maybe I’ll get a Spiderman 
one when I am fully healed 
just to remember it.”

An inquest into the death of a 
popular barmaid who went 
missing after a night out in 
Northampton town centre 
has been opened and 
adjourned. 

The body of 20-year-old 
India Chipchase was found at 
a house in St James on January 
31, the day after she disap¬ 
peared. 

Edward Tenniswood, 51, a 
book-keeper who lived at the 
house on Stanley Road where 
she was found, is due to go on 
trial in July for her murder. 

Northamptonshire senior 
coroner Anne Pember told the 
brief hearing in Kettering that 
India’s body was identified by 
her uncle Tom Risdale. 

The second identification 
was carried out by Mr 
Risdale’s sister, Morag 
Topham, at the mortuary at 
Leicester Royal Infirmary. 

A doctor told the hearing 
that a post-mortem examina¬ 
tion concluded that India, 
who was born on December 



24, 1995, died as a result of 
pressure to the neck. 

The hearing also heard that 
India’s body was released to 
her family on Tuesday, 
February 23. 

The inquest, which took 
place last Thursday, was then 
adjourned until August 17, 
2016. 

Just two days later, last 
Saturday, India was remem¬ 
bered in an emotional min¬ 
ute’s applause at Franklin’s 
Gardens - the home of the 
team she supported, 
Northampton Saints. 


Thousands of Saints fans 
had gathered to remember 
India before their game ver¬ 
sus Worcester Warriors last in 
which they won 38-18. 

As well as being a big Saints 
fan, India - who had lived at 
home with her mum in East 
Hunsbury and worked at the 
Collingtree pub - was the girl¬ 
friend of rugby player Evaan 
Reihana, who plays for the 
Bordeaux Begles in France. 

When the news broke of her 
passing, Evaan paid a tribute 
to her on social media, saying: 
“I honestly can’t believe to 
think even now that you have 
left us in that way Miss India 
Eve Chipchase. I will be play¬ 
ing for you for as long as I 
know.” 

Ex-Saints star Ben Cohen 
also paid tribute at the time, 
tweeting: “So sad and devas¬ 
tating and on our doorstep. 

“Thoughts to her family.” 

India had last been seen out¬ 
side NB’s nightclub on Bridge 
Street in the early hours of 
Saturday, January 30, while 
out with friends. 

Her body was discovered the 
next day.

At the time of writing I haven’t seen the 
pictures yet.

There were also riders doing the Three 
Cities challenge in the low countries and 
two lads who are cycling from Rugby to 
Paris. 

We are all slightly beset with anxiety 


about getting enough training done. 

Interestingly the thing that seemed the 
most doable to me before I started was 
the training. I wasn’t sure about how fun¬ 
draising would go. My mum gave me a 
massive push but the unexpected gener¬ 
osity of people in tough times has been 
truly humbling. 

The training has been humbling too. 
Really it’s about clocking up hours in the 
saddle and trading the tolerance of every¬ 
one in the rest of your life with your toler¬ 
ance of bad weather. 

You have to be unconventional to fit 
things in. That’s how I ended up cycling 
20 miles to Sharnbrook to watch the Six 
Nations rugby with some old mates. 

Without a doubt rural Northants is 
undulating. 

You don’t really notice the way the road 
rises and falls when you’re in a car but on 
a bike it’s pretty merciless. 

So while 20 miles should not really be 
too much of a test for me now, the ups 
and downs kept me on my toes. 

I can report that I made it there in one 
piece but the journey home later that 
night required a lift...

H&P crunches the numbers 


This week Northants County Council rubberstamped 
£65m of cuts, while Northampton Borough Council 
approved a catalogue of spending. H&P reporter 
Nicholas Bieber outlines the budgets in detail... 


The Good 

More parking spaces, upgrades to CCTV camer¬ 
as and a creative hub for up to 100 businesses 
will all come to life after Northampton Borough 
Council approved its budget. 

Northants County Council’s plan to reduce the 
original £84m of proposed cuts to its budget by 
£20m has also been given the go-ahead; this 
includes a reduction in cuts to the fire and res¬ 
cue service from £1.3m to £730,000. 

The borough council has rubberstamped a 
catalogue of spending on projects in the town 
including the Vulcan Works project, which will 
see work start on transforming a disused iron 
works and a collection of buildings into a hub 
for up to 100 cultural businesses. 

Other investments given the go-ahead in 
£14.5m of capital schemes are a new tree man¬ 
agement service, an extension to the opening 
hours of Abington Park museum, the continua¬ 
tion of the town’s fireworks and Christmas 
events, an upgrade to CCTV systems, and an 
increase in car parking spaces. 

The borough’s council tax has also been fro¬ 
zen and funding agreed for the revamp of 
Northampton Museum and Art Gallery. 

The county council’s plan to close two care 
homes has been changed to only one closing. 


The Bad 

Despite Northampton Borough Council freezing 
its share of the council tax for the sixth year run¬ 
ning, the county council is increasing its share by 
3.95 per cent. 

And to the disappointment of music lovers in 
Northampton, the borough council has decided 
to scrap the annual Alive @ Delapre festival, 
which has attracted the likes of Jessie J, Boyzone 
and McBusted. 

The borough’s cuts amount to £687,000 - 
£400,000 of which will be saved through internal 
restructuring, although there are no planned 
redundancies. Funding to Royal and Derngate 
theatre will also be slashed by £50,000. 

And there will be extra charges for owners of 
Homes of Multiple Occupation (HMO), as well as 
an increase in the number of HMO licenses, 
which is expected to raise £70,000. 

Meanwhile, the county council will be cutting 
subsidies for all bus routes in the county over the 
next four years, placing some routes - especially 
in rural areas - at risk. The authority hopes to 
replace the ‘traditional’ model of bus subsidies 
with a new ‘Total Transport Model’. 

Public services campaigner Norman Adams 
described the cuts as ‘a cut into the bone’ and 
‘slowly pushing people over the edge’. 



The Ugly 

Although the borough council’s share of the 
council tax has been frozen, it has cut the tax 
relief which it gives to people earning the lowest 
income - amounting to an increase of eight per 
cent. 

And the county council’s revised plans to close 
down one care home instead of two will likely see 
Ecton Brook nursing home - operated by 
Olympus Care - shut its doors, leaving its 34 
elderly residents with an uncertain future. 

But more worryingly, especially for the dozens 
of campaigners who protested outside County 
Hall ahead of the budget-setting meeting, some 
£24m will be cut from the adult social care 
budget, which will see care packages reviewed. 

The opposition Labour group said that because 
the authority ‘pays far less than the actual cost 
of keeping residents in nursing homes’, ‘it is no 
wonder that many homes have been forced to 
close over the last few years’. 

Meanwhile Cllr Danielle Stone, leader of the 
Labour group at the borough council, said: 
“Council Tax at has been frozen for six years and 
accumulatively this cost about £8.8 million in 
lost income. The Tories were wrong to freeze 
council tax as we need the money to pay for 
frontline services.”

Northants wants out 
of European Union

Northants is one of the most 
Eurosceptic places in 
Britain, according to the first 
poll ahead of the EU 
referendum. 

A YouGov poll of 80,000 
Britons, including 883 in 
Northants, reveals the fur¬ 
ther south in Britain you live 
the more likely it is you will 
vote to leave the European 
Union on June 23. 

The top ten most euroscep¬ 
tic areas are all in England 
with Havering in London top¬ 
ping the list, followed by 
Peterborough in 

Cambridgeshire and 

Bracknell in Berkshire. 

And in 15th place in the 
same list lies Northants, 
while people in neighbouring 
Oxfordshire are leaning 
towards voting to remain in 
the EU. 

Meanwhile, the poll also 
shows Peterborough are sec¬ 
ond in the most eurosceptic 
list, alongside Milton Keynes 
in 14th and Central 
Bedfordshire in 17th 

The research shows that 
euroscepticism is linked to 


lower income, although it is 
also very strong in the more 
wealthy Conservative shire 
counties of England like 
Suffolk, Somerset and 
Lincolnshire. 

In the top 10 of europhile 
towns and cities, Ceredigion 
in mid-Wales comes on top, 
followed by Aberdeen City 
and Stirling. 

And overall, if a referendum 
was to take place today - 37 
per cent would vote to remain 
in the EU, while 38 per cent 


would vote to leave. 

However, although the 
Brexit group is slightly ahead, 
YouGov has warned that ref¬ 
erendum polls this far out are 
‘a poor guide’. 

The poll results follows 
Northampton South MP 
David Mackintosh’s 

announcement that he would 
be voting to remain in the EU, 
along with Northampton 
North MP Michael Ellis. The 
county’s five other MPs are 
opting to vote out of the EU.

Both men were later released 
on police bail. 


Wife-murdering 
cop is given sack

A Northants Police officer 
who was jailed for a mini¬ 
mum of 15 years for murder¬ 
ing his wife has been dis¬ 
missed from the force in a 
‘fast track' hearing. 

Adrian Goldsmith, 50, was 
found guilty of murdering his 
49-year-old wife Jill following 
a trial at Stafford Crown 
Court in January and given a 
life sentence. 


The unanimous jury heard 
how he had battered his wife 
repeatedly in the head with a 
variety of weapons before 
choking her with his hands at 
their home near the police HQ 
in Northampton last March. 

A disciplinary hearing was 
held at the Wootton Hall HQ 
last Friday to decide whether 
or not to sack Mr Goldsmith. 

A panel was chaired by 
Chief Constable Simon 
Edens, who said: “As chief, I 
am responsible for leading a 
force that is committed to 


protecting people from harm. 
We are particularly commit¬ 
ted to protecting people from 
violence in their own homes. 

“As an officer of Northants 
Police, PC Goldsmith repre¬ 
sented the force, and his 
actions were a gross betrayal 
of the force’s values as well as 
society’s standards. 

“His actions leave me with 
no other conclusion than to 
say he is not fit to be a police 
officer and is therefore dis¬ 
missed without notice from 
the police service.”

MINI Clubman 

Take a look inside... 


The Clubman was launched in 
2007 as the first truly practical 
MINI but came with one key 
drawback: you couldn’t have 
two rear passenger doors. This 
second generation model not only 
corrects that oversight but is also 
smarter, better equipped, higher- 
tech and more efficient. But it 
joins a range that, in the Hatch 
5-Door and Countryman models, 
already boasts similar design of 
this type. Can it stand out? 

MINIs have always been known 
for handling excellence and this 
MK2 model Clubman should be 
no exception. Based on the same 
‘UKL’ platform as the BMW 2-Se¬ 
ries Active Tourer and measuring 
the same distance between the 
wheels, it offers sophisticated 
suspension with what is promised 
to be the highest level of ride 
refinement ever for a MINI. 

There’s a familiar range of 
engines under the bonnet. The 
usual three cylinder 1.5 litre 
136PS petrol unit features in the 
standard Cooper alongside a 2.0 
litre 192PS four cylinder petrol 
engine for the pokier Cooper 
S. The Cooper D diesel gets a 
2.0-litre unit with 150PS and all 
engines are turbocharged and 
offer 0-62mph in less than 10 
seconds. The quickest option will 
be the Cooper S 0-62mph pos¬ 


sible in as little as 7.1 seconds. 

Standard with all three engines 
is a six-speed manual gearbox - 
with automatic transmission an 
option on all. The smallest three 
cylinder motor can be optioned 
with a ‘Steptronic’ auto that 
offers six ratios, while the 2.0 
litre units both get the option 
of an eight-speed auto ‘box that 
includes steering wheel-mounted 
paddles. 

There’s no disputing that from 
the outside, the Clubman still 
looks like a MINI, even though 
it’s actually longer than the Coun¬ 
tryman Crossover model. If any¬ 
thing, the Clubman’s increased 
length and width helps stretch 
this intriguing take on MINI de¬ 
sign language, making it to some 
eyes even more attractive than 
the basic Hatch versions. The 
key change that owners of the 
previous generation models will 
notice is the availability at last of 
two rear passenger doors, both 
fitted with frameless windows for 
a coupe (or old school Subaru) 
feel. 

The designers have done their 
damnedest to make this second 
generation Clubman a distinct 
and desirable model in its own 
right. The result is character¬ 
ful but distinctly MINI - just as 
potential buyers will want.

Northampton Town were given 
a further reminder that pro¬ 
motion is not going to come 
easy as they were held at home 
by AFC Wimbledon, a side 
whose recent form is almost as 
good as the Cobblers. 

The Dons had won seven out 
of their previous nine games 
and showed just why they have 
propelled themselves into play¬ 
off contention in what was an 
absorbing match at Sixfields. 

After ten wins on the trot, this 
was the second draw in a row 
for Northampton, but results 
elsewhere mean their fans are 
still rubbing their eyes in disbe¬ 
lief at the league table. 

With Plymouth and 
Accrington both losing, they 
are now 11 points clear of sec¬ 
ond and 19 ahead of fourth, but 
that wasn’t the only reason for 
them being incredulous. 

Furious might have been the 
better word, however, after they 
were denied what looked an 
obvious penalty, but there were 
plenty of times where hearts 
were in mouths at the other 
end. 

Tom Elliott showed his pace up 
front for AFC Wimbledon in the 
second minute when he got in 
behind down the right before 
drawing a smart save out of 
Adam Smith. 

It was certainly a fast start 
from the visitors, whose top 


scorer Lyle Taylor got away down 
the same side before, realising 
he had no support, fired a shot 
from a narrow angle that Smith 
had to push behind. 

It wasn’t quite clicking in the 
final third for the Cobblers but 
they came extremely close to 
opening the scoring after 34 
minutes when Dons ‘keeper 
Kelle Roos did brilliantly to keep 
out James Collin’s downward 
header from David Buchanan’s 
cross. 

Just when we looked set for a 
goalless first half, Northampton 
went ahead when John-Joe 
O’Toole was able to force Joel 
Byrom’s corner over the line at 
the back post to lift the mood. 

The Dons had no time to 
respond before the break, but 


began the second half well with 
Smith having to keep out 
Elliott’s header from George 
Francomb’s corner. 

Northampton came within a 
whisker of doubling their lead 
when Zander Diamond’s header 
from Adams’ corner was headed 
off the line by Barry Fuller. 

How crucial that turned out to 
be as Wimbledon equalised 
within a minute and Diamond 
was culpable as he misjudged a 
ball forward, which allowed 
Taylor in behind and he curled 
superbly into the top corner. 

Then followed a spell where 
the visitors battered their hosts 
as Brendan Moloney sliced a 
Francomb free kick wide of his 
own post before Paul Robinson 
headed against the post from 


another set-piece. 

Elliott slammed a shot wide 
from Taylor’s cut-back, but 
Northampton survived the siege 
and were denied what looked a 
stone-wall penalty when John 
Marquis went over Roos’ chal¬ 
lenge. 

There was no let-up in the 
action and as the shoe army 
howled their disapproval at that 
decision, Jake Reeves played in 
Taylor, but Smith came out to 
make a good save.

Chris Wilder didn’t want the performance 
of the referee to detract from the quality of 
the match after his Northampton Town 
side drew 1-1 with AFC Wimbledon at 
Sixfields. 

One of the major talking points from what 
was a terrific match between two in-form 
teams came after 76 minutes when John 
Marquis went over the challenge of 
Wimbledon goalkeeper Kelle Roos in the 
penalty area. 

To the amazement of the majority in the 
ground, Northampton appeals were waved 
away, but a point was probably the fair 
result in what was a great advert for League 
Two. 

Following a contest where both sides went 
all out for victory, Wilder said: “It certainly 
looked [a penalty] from where I was and I 
think you always look at the reaction of the 
players around a decision and the support¬ 
ers and it was to a man, it wasn’t half-heart¬ 
ed. 

“But the referee feels he has the best view 


of it when I spoke to him afterwards, so you 
have to go with that. 

“We didn’t get that one, but I don’t really 
want to major on the ref. That’s how it is and 
maybe he’s not had a great night, but it was 
a quick game, the tempo of the game was 
really fast. 

“They changed their shape a little bit and 
played a narrow three in there and made it 
difficult for us, but when we got it out of the 
middle and out wide I thought we caused 
them problems. 

“For their point of view, our two centre 
halves have had a real tough night because 
[Tom] Elliott and [Lyle] Taylor, who scored 
the goal, were a handful all night.” 

Northampton have swept all before them 
in recent months in racing to 11 points clear 
at the top of League Two, but Wimbledon 
posed them problems that promotion rivals 
like Plymouth and Oxford couldn’t. 

The fact that their line-up, fresh off five 
changes made by Wilder after last 
Saturday’s draw with Hartlepool, posed a 


threat themselves made for a match that 
you couldn’t take your eyes off. 

Wilder praised his opponents after the 
final whistle, saying: “I think you can see 
that both teams are form teams in the divi¬ 
sion, who are fully committed for each 
football club.

On the performance of referee Phil Gibbs 
as a whole, Wilder said: “I think both man¬ 
agers and both sets of supporters can have 
concerns about the performance and 
maybe he shouldn’t really get the headlines 
and the limelight because it was two teams, 
who have gone really well.”

Pisi looking to build his 
season to a crescendo

Ken Pisi admits his own season has 
been disappointing so far, but the 
Samoan winger is looking for a big 
finish to the campaign with 
Northampton Saints. 

Pisi has had to deal with a couple of 
injuries and only came back from his 
most recent knock in last Saturday’s 
38-18 win over Worcester, but has 
otherwise been in and out of the 
team. 

With players like George North, 
Jamie Elliott and Tom Collins to 
compete against for his position, the 
27-year-old has had to wait on the 
sidelines at times, which his proved 
frustrating. 

But he produced his most effective 
display of the season against 
Worcester, as Northampton scored 
six tries to move within three points 
of the Premiership’s top four. 

Pisi said: “I haven’t really played as 
much as I wanted to, but getting 
back out there with the boys and 
playing well was awesome.

“Eve had a few niggles and every¬ 
one has been playing well - it’s been 
tough sometimes just to get into the 
team. 

“You’re always going to have your 
downs, but getting back up was a 
work-on for me this season and I’m 
slowly getting back up there.” 

Pisi showed signs of the form that 
made him a regular choice last sea¬ 


son against Worcester and was 
unfortunate to have a try ruled out 
due to obstruction by Stephen Myler 
in the closing stages. 

Drier conditions in recent weeks 
have led to Saints’ backs being able 
to display their talents after a long 
spell of being forced to wait in frus¬ 
tration out in the rain while the ball 
stayed amongst the forwards. 

Pisi said: “It has been opening up a 
bit more - in a way, we knew it was 
going to be a bit like that due to the 
conditions, but the backs are excited 
now. 

“The sun’s coming out, the pitches 
are getting firmer and we just want 
to go out there and show what we are 
made of. 

“It was good [against Worcester], it 
just felt like the Saints of old on 
Saturday, playing with a lot of space.” 

Northampton will be hoping to take 
that kind of form to Allianz Park 
against Saracens, against whom the 
stakes always seem to be high. 

The Premiership champions and 
league leaders have had some key 
men unavailable to them in recent 
weeks, which has led to them show¬ 
ing signs of weakness for the first 
time all season. 

Pisi said: “It’s always a big game and 
it’s the current champs against the 
former champs. It should be good. 

“My first game there was the semi¬ 
final [in 2013, which Saints won 
27-13]. We went there to win, but 
there and demolished them so hope¬ 
fully there’s a repeat on Saturday. 

“Sarries are at home and they’re 
always tough and they’ve got a good 
squad, we’re not underestimating 
that, but we’ve got a fair chance that 
we can pull out another win.”

Northampton Saints director of 
rugby Jim Mallinder is happy with 
the back row options at his disposal 
after finding out flanker Calum 
Clark would miss the rest of the sea¬ 
son. 

The 26-year-old has suffered a com¬ 
plication in his recovery from a 
shoulder injury that has prevented 
him from turning out for Saints in 
the campaign and has had further 
surgery. 

It’s a terrible blow for Clark, whose 
season started with receiving his first 
England cap in the World Cup warm¬ 
up against France in August, but 
effectively ended when he suffered 
his injury in a pre-season friendly 
against Wasps in October. 

The absence of the man who was 
voted Saints’ player of the year last 
season has given opportunities to 
others and Mallinder believes he is 
well covered. 

He said: “It’s unfortunate for Calum, 
he’s had a setback in his shoulder 
injury, so he’s had to go under the 
knife on Monday and unfortunately 
he’s out for the season.

He’s worked his way back to 
fitness and we were hoping he was 
only a week or two off being fit, but it 
just wasn’t getting right so unfortu¬ 
nately he’s had to go back in. 

“But he’ll come back stronger and 
now he’s got no rush to get back in a 
way, he’s got all pre-season to help 
his recovery and rehab and it’s just 
opportunities for other people. 

“We’ve got a good squad and the 
other lads are playing awesome as 
well - Tom Wood and Jamie Gibson 
have fantastic games week in week 


out.”

Despite drawing 1-1 with AFC

Everyone in the crowd goes up, 
but the referee doesn’t give it 
and you’ve just got to move on.” 
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
